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MATERIALS 
NOW AVAILABLE 


The basic publicity 
folder for the 1947 season is now avail- 
able for general distribution. This 
folder contains all essential informa- 
tion with regard to the schedule of 
conferences, registration fees, and 
the cost of meals and lodging. A copy 
of this folder has been sent (February 
1) to every pastor and Sunday church 
school superintendent in the Northerm 
Baptist Convention. 

The new registrationamrds are also 
available. A supply of registration 
cards and folders has been sent to all 
city and state Baptist headquarters. 

Please note that there will be 
separate registration cards for the 
Youth Conference (June 17 = 24) and the 
Senior High Vocational Work-Service 
Camp (July 1-9). All registration 
applications for these two conferences 
should be made out onthe special cards. 


HOW TO HANDLE REGISTRATION APPLICATIONS 


In order to avoid a great deal of 
confusion and umnecessary correspond- 
ence and the possibility of miswder- 
standing and error pleasemte carefully 
the following directions: 

l. A separate registration applica- 
tion and fee should be required fram 
each person registering. 

2e The arrival date and the departure 


date must be clearly indicated on the 


registration application. 

3. The kind of accommodations desired 
must be clearly indicated on the regis- 
tration application. 

4. The age of children under 15 years 
must be clearly indicated as well as 
their names and addresses, 

5. Before June 1 all registration 
applications should clear through the 
city or state Baptist headquarters. 

6. After June l registration applica- 
tion may be sent directly to the Regis- 
trar, Northern Baptist Assembly, Green 
Lake, Wisconsin. 
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Within the past 30 days plans have 
been consummated forthe construction of 
10 single-room cabins and two utility 
buildings atthe extreme west end of the 
property (Tea House area). This new 
construction has been made possible 
gifts of some 
friends and business associates of Mr. 
J. L. Kraft. 


This significant development means 
that we are actually making a beginning 
inthe construction of what will one day 
be a model summer camping area housing 
approximately 300 campers. For the 
immediate present the cabins will be 
used for housing families on a minimum 
cost basis, Each cabin is equipped with 
three double decker beds,a three-burner 
gas plate, and kitchen facilities. The 
cost per cabin this. coming summer will 
be $2.50 per day including grounds fes. 
The regular program registration fte will 
be additional, 


Thus families of six persons or 
less can enjoy all the facilities of 
Green Lake at a very low cost. Meals 
can be prepared in the cabins or may be 
taken in the Assembly dining room as 


‘desired, This ne equipment will appeal 


especially to vacationists who will be 
coming in cars.

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MY COUNTRY SCHOOL DIARY, by Julia Weber. 


Harper and Bros., New York. 1946. 270 
pages. Price, $3.00 
Anyone who is interested in children 


and concerned with their growth will 
find this an absorbing book. It is the 
diary record of four years in a one- 
teacher rural school. On its pages the 
children and their teacher come alive. 
We become acquainted with each child and 
his problems and abilities; we rejoice 
in his development and worry when he 
falls short. We see the teacher as_ she 
lives according to her faith in demo- 
cratic methods, acknowledges her short- 
comings,seeks help, and in general lives 
and grows with her pupils as a friend as 
well as a guide. 

School and church school have many 
goals in common. There are of course 
differences; for example, the church has 
important specifically religious goals. 
However, both are concerned with the 
best growth of children. Im addition, 
teachers in the church school can use 
many of the successful public school 
teaching methods, since the child learns 
in the same way no matter where he is. 


THE BAMBOO GATE, by Vanya Oakes.The Mac- 
millan Co. 196. 157 pages. Price,$2.00 

This book contains stories of very 
real Chinese boys of today. They help to 
build the Burma Road, they make a first 
trip to the Big City alone, they take 
caravan trips or live on junks. They do 
some things that are different from what 
we do, but all the time they are people 
much like us. The stories cover a wide 
cross-section of the kinds of people who 
live in China -- rich and poor alike -- 
and are well written, with a _ certain 
Chinese turn of phrase at times. Chil- 
dren from nine to thirteen years of age 
will enjoy them, and also the illustra- 
tions by Dong Kingman, a Chinese artist.

Few churches today have adequate 
family-life programs, yet the need for 
guidance in family living is more pro- 
nounced than ever before. Parents need 
wise counsel in solving family problems, 
and in selecting literature that is con 
structive and useable. Every director 
can be of invaluable service to local 
church leaders by encouraging them to 
build family-centered programs based 
upon the following "NINE POINT PROGRAM": 


1. Counselling for marriage and parent—- 
hood as a policy of the pastor. 


2. Parental guidance, either in a class, 
series of conferences, or in forum 
meetings. 


3. Courses for young people includins: 
boy and girl friendships, meaning of 
manhood and womanhood, development 
of personality.

5. Materials supplied to parents for 
family devotion in the home. 


6, Recreation for the family - Family 
Fun Nights in the church, Family 
Nights at Home. 


7. Church library with books for pa- 
rents on child guidance, religious 
training in the home, and Christian 
ideals of courtships and marriage. 


8. Definite program to contact new and 
unchurched families in the comnunity 
and to integrate then into the life 
of the church. 


9. Community service: cooperation with 
other agencies in providing suitable 
recreation for youth; cooperation 
with other agencies that seek to 
better family living and protect the 
home.

The story of the growth of the Chris- 
tian Education movement in:the United 
States could not be told adequately 
without giving due recognition to the 
contribution made by the great Sunday 
School Conventions.

Important. as is the significant work 
being done by those who are giving full 
time Christian service in Christian ed- 
ucation,we all recognize that the chal- 
lenge of the educational opportunity 
cannot be met without the devoted coop- 
eration of the vast host of consecrated 
lay workers in our church. 


With this conviction as the foundation 
of its program and promotion,the Twenty 
First International Sunday School Con- 
vention has been planned. The program 
will open in Des Moines with a great 
mass meeting on Wednesday night, July 
23. #It will close with a_ service of 
commitment on Sunday night, July 27th. 
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Details of the program will be outlined 
in the printed publicity to be sent out 
in the next few months. The two main 
divisions, however, may be mentioned. 
Morning and night sessions will be in- 
terdenominational mass meetings with 
emphasis upon the great convictions and 
concern that undergird our sense of 
mission in the work of Christian educa- 
tion. 


The afternoon sessions will be reserved 
for denominational meetings. The North=- 
em Baptist Convention program for 
these afternoons has been carefully 
planned to supplement the general in- 
terdenominational meetings with specif- 
ic helps and guidance to lay workers in 
our Sunday church schools. Thursday 
afternoon will be given to a general 
assembly for Northern Baptists in which 
denominational programs which aid the 
local church in its educational and ev- 
angelistic outreach will be presented. 
Friday afternoon, conferences will be 
held for lay workers with children, 
young people, adults, and administra- 
tion. Saturday afternoon, these age 
group meetings will be further divided 
into departmental conferences, with an 
additional section on administration. 


10,000 Sunday School workers are expect- 


ed to attend the Des Moines convention. 
Of this number, we as Northern Baptists 
are asked to have 1500 lay workers pre- 
sent. Aside from the question of North- 
ern Baptists living up to their respon- 
sibility, it would be nothing short of 
tragic if our lay workers who could at- 
tend this convention did not go because 
of our failure to urge and encourage 
them to do so. The inspiration,enrich- 
ment, and fellowship of the Des Moines 
Convention will fndirectly strengthen 
the work of Christian education in many 
churches throughout the country. The 
best way to guarantee the result is to 
get our lay workers to Des Moines.

What is taught will be the decision of 
the family in the final analysis. 


If the Christian church fails to show 
ne need for Christian training during 
school hours of the pupils, the family 
will have declared its intention. 


Families opposed to this movement have 
spoken without fear. They have based 
_ their accusations upon disobedience of 
the law by the church family. 


By their dissension schools have been 
closed in some areas. Others have won 
their place, for the present, at least. 
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The Christian Family 
has failed to recognize certain factors: 


1. Our Catholic and Jewish friends 
have gained recognition and released 
time from public schools for their holy 
days. We, as Christian teachers and 
parents, are glad to cooperate with them. 


2 There‘is need for more religious 
education. 


3. The public schools in most areas 
are ready to grant time for religious 
training. The laws of practically every 
state now grant this privilege. 


The questions which arise regarding 
this school must be considered: 


1. Shall it be part of public school 
curriculum and taught by the class teach- 
er,or by ateacher imported for religion? 


2 Shall classes be held in public 
schools,or in churches? If in churches, 
what of location and transportation? 


3- Shall curriculum be based upon 
character development, upon Bible as 
history,as God's plan forlife, or what? 


4. Shallthe school be denominational 
in character, or shall it be community 
wide in its service and teachings? 


5. What standards shall be set for 
teachers? Upon what shall these stan- 
dards be based? ‘ho shall paythe teach- 
ers? How shall salaries be determined? 


6. What standards shall be set for 
schools? 


7. As Baptists, the question arises: 
"ow can we reconcile this school with 
our principle of separation of church 
and state?" — 


These and many more questions must be. 
settled before the Weekday Church School 
can be recognized as a vital factor in 
the life of every community.
